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CONSOLIDATED SCHOOLS 

As an argument for consolidated rural schools 
instead of the little red school-houses that now dot 
the countryside, a writer in the Amherstburg Echo 
quotes one teacher as saying to another; "You can 
understand how difficult it is to arouse any com- 
petitive spirit in a class of only two or three 
pupils." An Ontario teacher who thinks along 
slightly different lines, however, is S. B. Mc- 
C ready. In a booklet, "Rural Reconstruction: 
Education For Co-operation," he is highly critical 

of competitive displays at the school fairs and at 

(he Royal Winter Fair. He believes that rural 

l>eople particularly should learn co-operation 



the dominion-wide lowering of Interest f&les 
brought about by the Bennett government.
